In referring to the eeriousnes* of 
the sttuatton In Hankow, the note 
pointed out that the Shanghai affair 
was still unsettled.'

CHANGE IN EVIDENCE 
| ACT IS DISCUSSED 

Ottawa, June 11.—Objection " was 
raised by Senators MeMeans. Lynch- 
Staunton. Beaubien and Willoughby 
in the Senate yesterday to the bill to 
amend the Canada Evidence > Act, 
uhder which a witness in giving evi¬ 
dence before a court would be prose¬ 
cuted If he admitted having Commit¬ 
ted perjury on a previous occasion. 

It was argued that such Amend¬ 
ment would discourage witnesses 
from telling the truth under oath by 
removing the immunity they now en¬ 
joyed from proeecution for past per¬ 
jury. They would continue to have 
Immunity for other crimes, but an 
i exception would be made in the case 
I of the one crime.

OVERHEATED MOTOR 
SOMETIMES DUE TO 
“FLAPPER " VALVE 


If in Good Condition 


One of the more common means 
used in the detection of coming 
trouble Is to listen to the sound of 
the motor. A motor that la In good 
condition and ‘has no loose bearing* 
will run quietly. If some part of the 
mechanism Is worn, a knock or 
pound may be heard Wear In dif¬ 
ferent parts of the engine will na¬ 
turally produce different Sound* 
Home of these knock* may mean that 
the engine soon will need repair*, 
while others may mean nothing seri¬ 
ous as far aa the engine Is con¬ 
cerned. but are annoying. The first 
parts to wear enough to cause s 
knock In the engine are the connect¬ 
ing rod bearing*. A connecting rod 
bearing knock will usually show up 
loudest when the engine Is running 
twenty to twenty-five miles an hour 
and not pulling very bard. 


After a certain period of time, 
the rubber hose conectlons of the 
water system In the automobile 
engine are prone to warp, rot nnd 
curl. Thl* causes the formation 
of what U known as the "flapper" 
valvf. This valve retards the- 
water circulation, with the result 
that It shortly reaches the foiling 
point, passing off into steam 
through the overflow pipe in the 
radiator underneath the car. and 
can seldom be detected when 
driving. This particular cause of 
an overheated engine .Is a most 
perplexing one to the average ear 
owner. The radiator ftiuy be full 
of water, the pump In flrat-class 
thape. oil working properly, but 
still the engine is overheating. 
When the red fluid In the radia¬ 
tor cap beat Indicator registers 
above the danger line and every¬ 
thing else seems to be in g«>od 
shape, than look for the flapper" 
valve.

Many Conditions of Service 
and Price Must be Balanced 


The most frequent question In ra¬ 
dio la as to the best type of receiver 
to buy. ’In view of the great number 
of types and makes available, the 
selection of the right one I# confus¬ 
ing. Yet there are a few general 
rules which will greatly aid decision 
as to type, whether a crystal, a re¬ 
generative. one or two stages of 
tuned or of untuned radio frequency, 
or a superheterodyne. 

The flrat determinant, aside from 
price, should be the kind of antenna 
to be used. An outside antenna in¬ 
variably gives the greatest volutne 
and distance, at the least coat, with 
any type. For a crystal set it Is

Apparatus with large diameter 
colls is generally better than that 
with colls of smaller diameter but 
of the same Inductive value. This 
applies to audio frequency tqauot- 
ance.n and transformers as well as 
to radio frequency types. 


The Indoor antenna, whether a 
wlresuspendcd oeur the celling eg a 
condenser socket attachment to the 
house wiring, while more convenient 
to use. requires a receiver that Is 
more sensitive than a crystal. Still 
more sensitivity, more tubes, is need¬ 
ed for a loop in order to got. either 
distance or Volume. The loop, how¬ 
ever. gives greater selectivity and 
less interference from static. No kind 
of indoor aerial can be expected to do 
justice to this set if it Is placed Inside 
a steel frame building or a attKWF 
house with wire netting support. The 
metal absorbs so much of the radia¬ 
tion that little or none of. It Is left to 
actuate the set. 


Remember that the more capacity 
and the less Inductance you use the 
broader the tuning, consequently use 
as much indiictance (coll) and as 
little capacity (condenser) as is pos¬ 
sible^ fof tuning-ln a given station.

AUDIO WITH CRYSTAL 

Loud-speaker volume with a crys¬ 
tal or any other type of receiver can 
he secured by adding an audio fre¬ 
quency amplifier, using one tube for 
local and two tubes for distant sta¬ 
tions- _ __ 

The reflex is an especially econo¬ 
mical end efficient set. combining a 
crystal detector with a tube.which 
la reflexed for both radio and audio 
frequency amplification. It has a 
range of a thousand miles with an 
outdoor antenna and perhaps half as 
much with an indoor antenna under 
t favorable conditions, it gives loud 
‘speaker volume with local stations. 

Slightly greater distance but leas 
volume will be secured with a one- 
tube regenerative receiver. Out of 
consideration for your own quality of 
reception and for your neighbor's 
happiness this should not be of the 
single circuit type. Such a receiver, 
unless operated by a considerate ex¬ 
pert, gives mushy sounds and its ra¬ 
diations may interfere with other 
listeners five miles away. Even a 
two or threw circuit regenerative 
which does not radiate so much, 
should be equipped with some anti- 
radiation device. 

Ad- 
dittonsl stage of radio frequency am¬ 
plification which will give greater 

>ll«unr» and prevent radiation. Two 

stages of untuned radio frequency 
will give a range of 1,000-1.500 miles 
with an outside ariel. 500 mllep with 
an inside antenna and 200 miles with 
a loop. Two atagea of tuned radio 
frequency will give 1,500 to 2.000 
miles with an outside antenna. 1.000 
miles Inside and 500 miles with a 
loop. Still greater distances can he 
had with the recent development of 
regenerative radio frequency ampli¬ 
fiers. 

A good superhMrodyne receiver 
should give 1.500-2.000 miles with a 
loop and greater distance with an 
outside antenna, but correspondingly 
less selectivity and freedom from 
noise. The limit of reception la the 
noise level-ns compared to the signal 
audibility. With more noise due to 
static the Summer range Is less than 
the Winter. With more powerful 
stations the range la greater. 
QUALITY IMPORTANT 

Rut distance-getting ability is not 
the only criterion In a radiocast re¬ 
ceiver. The quality of the sound as 
reproduced la fully as dependent up¬ 
on the proper design of. the amplifiers 
In the set as upon the loud speaker. 
Although even the best set cannot 
overcome the handicap of a poor 
leud speaker better result* will be 
tsecured from 4 set whlrh-glves near¬ 
ly equal amplification"to all ton# 
values. 

Tn thlSTunpecr the reflex and re¬ 
generative aeta are often faulty. 
Furthermore by the use of throo re¬ 
sistance coupled audio frequency am¬ 
plifiers better tone values can be 
secured than with two stages of 
tranformer coupled. 

Decision as to the use of dry bat¬ 
tery or storage battery supply for 
filament and plate current depends 
largely upon how much the set la 
likely to be used. The dry batteries 
are the most convenient, but the

tract was presented to ths House. 
HAD ENGAGEMENT 

Returning to his hotel, he talked 
with friends lor un hoar and then 
set out. accompanied by W. T. IL 
Preston, to fulfill «h. engagement 
with the Premier.

Under the contract, which wax 
signed late Mat year by Sir Wi l l i a m 
and Hon. T. A- Low. a* representing 
the Canadian OoxenUBent. Sir Wil¬ 
liam was to receive a subsidy oT 
£276,006 a year and the Canadian 
(k>vernment was to control the rate*. 
It waa provided in the contract that 
It would come Ino effect only on ap¬ 
proval by PariiamenL 

The contract eras referred to a spe¬ 
cial committee of the House. By u 
dramatic ooincidence the committee 
reported its findings to the House 
only about an hour before Sir Wil¬ 
liam was stricken. 

While not specifically recommend¬ 
ing that the subsidy should not be 
granted, the committee In Its report 
took the ground that an opportunity 
should be given to Blr William to 
demonstrate th* practicability of the 
corrugated vessels—a new type of 
steamship he proposed to utilise in 
the service.

Science is in a race against time to prevent the destruction of 
,the human race. 

The details of the-fight arc told by one of the leaders of the 
battle, Dr. D. T. Macdougal, director of the department of bo 
tanical research of the Carnegie Institute of Technology, and 
director of the desert laboratory at Tucson, Ariz. 

It is down in the Arizona laboratory that Dr. Macdougal and 
his associates are carrying on the battle. 

This is the situation to-day: The human race is using up its 
reserves of coal, lumber and oil at such a rate that the final 
extigetiop of this fnel supply is not far ahead. 

INCREASING TOO FAST 

The human race ifrincreasing at such rate that it will not be 
so many years before population begins to exceed the supporting 
power of the land. 

The human race is faced, hence, by lack of food, fuel and 
power. 

The scientists at the desert laboratory are working to avert 
that day. s 

Food is fundamentally growing plants. Coal and oil arc the 
fossil remans of plants which once grew. 

Growing plants absorb the water and salts out of the ground. 
They absorb the carbon dioxide out of the air and turn it into 
carbohydrates of sugars. 

What Macdoujjral and bis associates seek, therefore, is to know¬ 
how to duplicate the processes of plants. ' - 

“We must learn how to obtain the products of agriculture- 
sugars and carbohydrates—-in greater quantities, in less tim.e, and 
more economically than wc do now,” says Macdougal. 

DO WHAT PLANTS DO 

“We- must work for the day when wc can do in the manu¬ 
facturing plant quickly and easily what is now done slowly and 
laboriously on the farm." 

Two lines of attack are being followed. One is the actual 
study of living trees and the measurement of what goes on 


T HINK what it means. In war time the air staff sittmg at 
headquarters could send off without leaving the room a 
squadron of machines charged to full capacity with high explosives 
and direct them over any chosen euemy objective, where they 
could be crashed with their death-dealing load. Or these pilotless 
machines might go to the place indicated, retease their bombs 
and return to the aerodrome. If they were shot down it would 
simply be so much machinery lost, for their real pilots would be 
men sitting over wireless apparatus scores of mites away. 

But such machines would run very little risk of being shot 
down, neing purely mechanical they would fly at heights at 
which human pilots would not dream of flying on such a mission, 
and they would, therefore, neither be seen nor heard, r ogs, cloud 
and pitch dark night would find their task as easy as the clearest 
daylight. But it is not only in war that wireless control is to play 
important parts. The air authorities here have visions of machines 
on heir great international air transport lines being run by men 
sitting in their offices at either end of the route. Machines

DID FRANCE ANTICIPATE THE WRIGHTS? 

F RENCHMEN rather like to be told that they have invented 
everything, but that they do not possess the canning to turn 
their inventions to profitable account. 

It is with a certain bitter joy of the uncommercial artist that 
they read that it was a Frenchman, Lumiere, who invented the 
photographic dry plate, and that other Frenchmen have been the 
real pioneers in most of the scientific inventions of our time. 

It is with this same fierce pride that they have learned thia 
week oTthe death, at the age of eighty-four, of dement Ader, 
whom all Frenchmen consider the inventor of the aeroplane. He 
was a road and railway engineer in Government employ until 


1876. then devoted himself to improving the telephone and estab¬ 
lished the first telephone circuit in Paris a* long ago as 1880. 
He has been thinking of flying from the time when he waa four¬ 
teen years old, however, and in 1888 he completed his first inotoA 
driven aeroplane, which flew fifty yards. He obtained a subven¬ 
tion from de Freycinet, the Minister of War, and in 1897'flew 
three hundred yards with another machine, whose wings were 
modeled on those of the hat. The Government went out, however, 
anil lie FHy etnHTkurr**an^ vrniifit nnt en nt i mie the experi m en ts.

F RANCE is now in possession of the most formidable- aerial 
weapon which the ingenuity of man has as yet created, the 
wireless-directed aeroplane. A conclusive demonstration of the 
powers Of tins latest product of modertriw ie n e e i s to be carried out 
at the Istres aerodrome, near the mouth of the Rhone. It will be a 
demonstration, not an experiment, for the possibilities of the thing 
have already been proved on more than one occasion. Little will 
be heard about it, for naturally the greatest secrecy surrounds 
the whole business at present. 

The demonstration, which will be given in the presence of the 
foremost, technical and military authorities, will take the form of 
a flight of something like two hundred miles by a machine sent 
up from the aerodrome and returning to it after following a course 
not fully decided upon until after it had left the ground.

At the end of the first season you 
should be able to swim fifty yards 
in good time without getting tired. 
From fhat point on swimming be¬ 
comes a game and the more you play 
It the more proficient you will be¬ 
come. 

Everyone who uses the water 
should know not only how to swim 
but how to 'save life In the water, 
and that la Something that can be 
easily learned from any competent 
- Instructor in a few weeks. There arc 
well recognised methods of grappling 
with a drowning person, and the only 
other factors that are required is a 
cool head and a powerful stroke. 

Before anyone, qo matter how old. 
attempts to learn to swim it is an 
excellent plan to adhere to some 
simple rules that all swimmers must 
obey. Do not go into, the water after 
a meal: nor when you are feeling 
dfstficHned to do so. Never bathe 
against your parents wishes, for you 
could not be fortunate if you did 
that.

There Is not mycb to say regarding 
mineral export* '{from. British Co¬ 
lumbia. With the exception of 
copper, practically all that In not 
retained In Canada to wpply thte 
home market enter* the world 
market a* a finished product in com¬ 
petition with similar products from 
the United Htatea Hnd other export - 
era of mineral* and their derivative*. 
The varied product* of the Trail 
rerinrriea will illustrate this distri¬ 
bution. One-third is retained in 
Canada for the home market, one- 
third is exported to the Orient, and 
one-third to Europe. Copper form* 
only about one-fifth of the total 
mineral production i»f British Co¬ 
lumbia. Of this tuning 1923 figures 
the latest detailed available! much 
more than one-half was smelted and 
refined In the Province to blister 
.copper, the form in which the big 
producers of Arltona find It mnut 
advantageous to 'dispose of ’ sreir 
copper, although they turn out ten 
times ns much as the British Colum¬ 
bia mines yet <k>. and are comic - 
ciucntly in a much better |*osiUon to 
produce commercial copper. Trail 
has not only a copper refinery, but 
a rod artd bar mill, but only undeh 
exceptional circumstances Is it profit¬ 
able to utilise il. It might he stated 
_in passing-that considerable refined 
copper is turned out by the nickel 
refineries in Ontario. That in the 
comparatively youthful stage of 
mining in this Province four-fifths 
of our mineral products should enter 
the market as finished products, and 
more than half of the remaining 
fifth should be refined to the same 
point an in the leading copper mining 
states of the-wottd, speaks well not 
only for local condition* but for the 
intelligence. and technical 


too modest about our achievements, 
or else wo are so unreasonable that 
we are dissatisfied with phenomenal 
suecea*. greater than 'ever before 
achieved by nine million people and 
think we should achieve anything, 
regardless of circumstance.* and 
conditions.

mine, this gratifying development of 
mining In British Columbia, this 
magnificent ’ achievement was sig- 
nalliced hv an editorial te a loeai 
paper which mirrored so perfectly 
the reaction of the man on the afreet.

Eastern Canadians satisfied because 
those minerals are pouring Over the 
Canadian border and enriching Cana¬ 
dian institutions, causing the United 
Mutes to l&g behind white Canada Is 
forging head?

Something must be done to remedy 
it. Perhaps a bounty on Canadian 
ore. The way to* pVespertly is to get 
.the Canadian taxpayer to entice 
people from a profitable undertaking 
to something that doesn't pay! 

It may bo that there are some 
things we do not'-do. for ourselves 
and others, that we might profitably 
do. and this certainly demands care¬ 
ful study that , they bo not over¬ 
looked; but the mere fadt that there 
are some things that we not d#V does 
not indicate necessarily that we are 
slow, unprogressive or unpatriotic, 
it may indicate that we have still a 
little common sense. 

Let me illustrate by smelting.

Certaiblr the world would be 
still without the automobile and 
the aeroplane; to-day Canada has 
the nickel Industry pi the world and 
refineries in Canaflk. 

In Australia in some stAtes the 
mines arc not allowed to make more 
than a certain simount. Unabl** to 
build up a rash-reserve, they can¬ 
not afford to search for new ore 
bodies. Under these circumstances 
capital does not invest - further-in 
mines, so there Is no market for 
prospects, and h e nce no prospec¬ 
tors. 

The government has endeavored, 
without success, to stimulate pros¬ 
pecting. Now one hears on the fctreet 
In Australia the preposterous asser¬ 
tion that in this vast, almost un¬ 
explored continent all the; ore has 
been found. 

Previous unsuccessful mining in¬ 
dustries in Ontario sp Influenced 
capital, that for three years after the 
discovery of Cobalt, neither th® «t- 
traordlnary sliver specimens every¬ 
where displayed, nor the sensational 
returns on carload shipments of ore 
was sufficient to arouse general in¬ 
terest. After the -Cobalt dfvMend*. 
$90,000,000, there, wna "no lack of In¬ 
terest in the Qortkern gold camps, 
and the $30,000,000 In dividend* from 
the gold mines has the attention of 
c* p ai. 


Premier has stimulated interest in 
the Stewart district. Tha Sullivan 
has revived prospecting in East 
Kootenay. 

The development of this country 
and its prosperity depends upon the 
success of its industries, and indus¬ 
trial success is measured not by the 
number of its operations but by the 
amount of money legitimately madt*. 
This is a young country with great 
resource* to be developed and few 
to do H. the ideal condition for us 
then Is not that we parallel every 
industry of a fully developed country 
but that each worker here Is en¬ 
gaged on what pays and pays best- 
if Tom can produce more- wealth 
digging out ore than he can smelt¬ 
ing what Harry digs out, then what 
is best for u* is Tom digging ore 
and not Tom smelting ore. The pup 
doesn't make progress chasing his 
tail. 

Successful mining then means 
mining development and with de¬ 
veloped mining come all the acces¬ 
sory Industries, with a strong chance 
of being Nucceseful and permanent 

Premature undertakings will not 
bo voluntarily entertained by in¬ 
formed capital, so. if started, will be 
undertaken by ignornnt capital and 
scarcely likely to be sueceasful even 
if an opening existed and certainly 
cannot be when it doesn't 

Industrial failure not only wastes 
capital but for years after discour¬ 
ages new capital from even consider¬ 
ing the possibilities of the district. 

We sometimes hear the workers in 
the basic industries, the pioneers, re 
ferred to a* “hewer* of wood and 
drawers of water." That Is not my 
coneeptlon of them or their work. 
Of course in a sense in our highly

limited degree, a hewer of wood or 
a drawer of water. He is working 
not for himself but for others. The 
refiner or the manufacturer adds 
merely the worth of his labor to the 
material, the miner adds not merely 
the worth of his labor but new ma¬ 
terial that vw not available before. 
I rather think he Is of tpore value 
to his country and to society, what¬ 
ever you may choose to call him. 
But if you are going to make com¬ 
parisons with slaves, to my mind the 
man who works without profit bears 
a closer analogy to a slave than one 
who makes a good profit. 

I have stressed this point because 
while the popular view is occasioned 
by a desire to see progress, and to 
assist in development. It tends in 
the opposite direction and if it 
grows and leads to action. It may 
be very damaging. Catch ph rises, 
chasing phantasies, don’t get us any¬ 
where. The frog that would be ua 
big as an ox tried hot air and failed. 

We have productive work to be 
done and cannot afford to have men 
tied up on unproductive. We need 
capital for development of perman¬ 
ent industries and cannot afford to 
have it lost on unprofitable under¬ 
takings, and not only lost, but in 
that fact keeping out other capital. 
The economic law that it pays to do 
what pays and it doesn't pay to do 
what doesn't, seems obvious, and yet 
from remarks one hears, it appear* 
that It is not universally recognized. 
I have stressed it because *uch 
loose talking is one of the greatest 
factor* in deciding ambitious young 
men that the United State* is the 
place for progressive people. We 
need these young men. and Canada 
is par excellence the , country for 
young men.

putation Is unfair to those In charge 
of our mineral industry. They know 
the sltuutiap. there is plehty of in¬ 
formed capital willing to Invest 
when there Is a good opening. I 
think they will recognise It whoa 
it occurs, at least I am prepared to 
accept their judgment regarding 
their own business rather than that 
of the man in the street. 

I stress it because I believe w® 
have every reason to be proud of 
Canada and every reason to be proud 
of the achievements of our fellow 
citizens.
